MONKMAN PASS AREA 
SHOULD BE MADE A 
NATIONAL PARK 


There is a growing feeling in the 
Peace River country that the area 
through which the Monkman Pass 
trail has been cut should be made a 
national park. 

The time to do this is now, before 
individuals are granted privileges. 
This area abounds in beauty spots 
and should belong to the people. It 
is one of their inherent rights. 

We quote from an article which 
appeared in the last issue of a paper 
published at Calgary by The Cana- 
dian National Parks Association: 

“Canada is in the most for- 
tunate position of having at her 
disposal the experience of our 
neighbor south of the 3,000-mile 
goodwill boundary. We can 
profit by her successes, but most 
particularly should we avoid her 


mistakes. We will undoubtedly 
have a large population in 
Canada . Shall we wait till this 


condition of congested popula- 
tion comes, as was done across 
the line, and then spend millions 
of dollars to procure from 
private owners necessary park 
sites for this coming population; 
or shall we press upon our 
governments the desirability of 
applying town planning prin- 
ciples to the country and to set 
aside from the public domain at 
no expense whatever those sites 
which if not forever ruined by 
exploitation, we will undoubtedly 
have to buy at boom prices in the 
future?” 

The beauties of the Monkman Pass 
area were vividly described by J. E. 
Thomson in his recent broadcast on 
the Monkman Pass highway project. 

We fully agree with the article 
from which the above is taken, and 
that the Monkman Pass area should 
be secured now for the people before 
private owners get possession of the 
many choice beauty spots. Con- 
siderable advance has been made in 
this country in setting certain spots 
aside for parks. Saskatoon Moun- 
tain and Saskatoon Island are among 
these. 

The creating of the western moun- 
tain area into a national park would 


magnificently round out what has| 


already been done in this regard. 


Every effort should be put forth | 
in this Peace River country and in| 
British Columbia to induce the Dom-/! 


inion government to have the beauti- 
ful Monkman Pass area set aside as 
a national park. 


OIL ESSENTIAL TO THE 
MAINTENANCE OF THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE 


Wilbur Philpott, associate editor 
of Liberty (Canadian edition), under 
the heading of “Treasure-Trove,” 
writes in part as follows: 

“One of the fountain-heads of our 
neighboring republic’s greatness is an 
almost inexhaustible supply of oil. 
Since 1857 Uncle Sam has supplied 
the world with 62.6 of its total oil 


requirements. It is doubtful if Soviet | 


Russia could have survived economic 
collapse without the mighty bulwark 
of 10 per cent of the world’s de- 
veloped oil resources. 

“Within the British Empire, spraw- 
ling over half the earth, Mother 
Nature has dispensed her bounties 
with a lavish hand, excepting in one 
major essential—oil. The niggardly 
morsel of nearly two per cent of the 
world’s oil production is found within 
the Union Jack’s domain — ridicu- 
lously inadequate for the clamorous 
demands of our highly mechanized 
culture. 

“The eyes of an oil-hungry Empire 
are focusing with increasing intensity 
on the recent developed oil resources 
along Alberta’s rich Turner Valley. 
Downing Street is uneasily conscious 
of the fact that ‘the life line of 
Empire’ (the Suez Canal) has been 
threatened twice in recent years. It 
is cqually conscious of the fact that 
the Suez is the vital route for the 
overwhelming bulk of Empire oil 
supply. Cutting this artery, in the 
event of war, would throw the bur- 
den of Empire oil supplies squarely 
upon Turner Valley and the tiny isle 
of Brunel.” 

There is another oil field which 
Mr. Philpott did not make reference 
to, if the predictions of reliable geol- 
ogists are correct, and that 
Bonanza area, where the Guardian 
Oil Company, backed by local capi- 
tal, is drilling a well which is now 
down 2,500 feet. 

If this field fulfils predictions, that 
it is the centre of a vast oil field that 
extends as far north as Fort Norman, 
and possibly beyond, there will be 
developed in the Peace River the 
greatest oil field within the British 
Empire, if not in the world. 

If this expectation is realized, the 
credit goes to the Guardian Oil Com- 
pany, made up principally of farmers 
whose primary objective is to get 
cheaper fuel for the farmers of the 
Peace River country. 

The daily press recently carried a 
story to the effect that the piping of 
oil from Turner Valley to the Pacific 
is a possibility. Oil from the Bonanza 
area could be piped through the 
Monkman Pass, a much easier route. 


Striking of oil in large quantities in | 


the area referred to would be the 
greatest boon to this country that it 
has yet experienced. 

Members of the organization are 
putting every dollar they can get to- 
gether into the project, as evidence 
of their abiding faith in striking oil. 
They are not promoters or exploiters 
but have united in an honest effort 
to get oil for the benefit of the 
farmers of this part of the Dominion.

CARDINAL HITS PARTY-ISMS 


Attacks Communism and Nazism; 


Also C.C.F. and Social 
Credit 
In a public address in Montreal 
last week, Cardinal Villeneuve, 


Archbishop of Quebec, attacked 
the evils of exaggerated national- 
ism displayed by the Nazis, con- 
demned Communism, and with 
Communism he linked the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion. The Cardinal also voiced 
opposition to the Social Credit 
movement. Because Communism 
was “diametrically opposed” to 
Christianity, the Church condemned 
it, he said. The economic pro- 
grams of Communism and _ the 
C.C.F. were “practically the same,” 
and the”C.C.F. program was “not 
acceptable to the Catholic Church.” 
“The suppression, or at least quasi- 
suppression of private ownership— 
leading to total nationalization— 
constitutes a fundamental fallacy 
in a new conception of the state,” 
he said. 


Such nationalization, he com- 
mented, killed both political liberty 
and private initiative, but was 
chiefly condemned by the Church 
because of its “materialistic con- 
ception of the social order.” 

In regard to Social Credit, the 
Cardinal said that if its object 
were to effect a social reform, the 
Church considered it ineffective 
and powerless to accomplish its 
purpose. If it stood for monetary 
reform the Church would have to 
consider first what e¢onomic ex- 
perts had to say on the question. 

Of Nazism, he said that the 
actions of Adolf Hitler and his fol- 
lowers in their “persecution of 
helpless minorities” constituted a 
“striking example of what a God- 
less government will commit when 
it reverts to paganism.” But, he 
said, it would be manifestly unfair 
to claim that Italian Fascism and 
Nazism were the same, and place 
Hitler and Mussolini on the same 
level morally, “especially since the 
latter’s presence at Munich con- 
tributed so largely to avert war.” 
The Church realized there were 
dangers in the Italian form of 
government but “is not blind to the 
fact that there are also dangers in 
the democratic form of govern- 
ment, for it seems to lead some- 
times to dictatorships.”

SCIENCE VS. SAFETY 
Here is the world’s silliest story: 


“At 8 o'clock precisely one evening | 


a man walked up to a coffee-stall 
and said to the proprietor, ‘Mind if 
I 
guv'nor?” The owner nodded, the 
man lit his pipe, said ‘Thanks,’ and 
walked away. 

“At 8 o'clock precisely the follow- 
ing night he appeared again and 
said, ‘Mind if I light my pipe at your 
fas-jet, gov’nor?’ received an as- 
senting nod, let his pipe, said 
|.Thanks‘ and walked away—without 
buying so much as a cup of coffee. 
| “On the thirteenth night he did not 
appear. 

“On the fourteenth night he walked 


up to the coffee-stall and lit his pipe’ 


at the gas-jet. The proprietor looked 
at him and said, ‘’Rre! Who the ’ell 
are you?’ The man looked at him in 
surprise and said, ‘Blimy, guv’nor! 
Don’t yer know gne? I'm the bloke 
wot lights is pipe at your gas-jet.’” 

Now, that story is not a parable— 
which an inspired schoolboy defined 
as a heavenly story with no earthly 
meaning. It is rather of the nature 
of an aflegory. If for gas-jet and 
pipe you read test-tube, wind-tunnel, 
microscope, telescope, stethoscope, or 
any of a variety of scopes and as- 
sorted scientific apparatus, you begin 
to see precisely how scientific reputa- 
tions are made. So when a scientist 
of high repute gets up and lectures 
you can wonder quietly to yourself 
how many times he has metaphor- 
ically lighted his pipe at somebody 
else’s gas-jet to make his reputation. 
|I have known so many dozens of 
those gas-jet scientists in my time 
that I do not trust any of them. 
| Ninety-nine times out of a hundred 
all that the scientist does is to con- 
firm and explain natural facts or 
}technical progress which has been 
discovered by rule-of-thumb mech- 
anics. Over and over again I have 
seen progress held up because scien- 
tists have denied the truth of dis- 
ecoveries of practical men and have 
used figures which nobody under- 
stands — least of all themselves — to 
discredit practical men in the esteem 
of those in authority who ought to 
provide the money needed to make 
progress. 

The still more unhappy fact is true 
that scientists of good repute are 
themselves quite often run off the 
right line of research by glib talkers. 
who may be honest but are often 
misguided, and give all the weight 
of their scientific reputation to lines 
of thought or development which are 
either dead-ends or wrong tracks. 
The result is that billions of doJlars 
;have been wasted in aviation, as in 
other lines of human activity, on 
notions which turn out to be pure hot 
air and have been condemned from 
the start by proctical mechanics and 
engineers. 

Remember that a highly scientific 
article proved beyond question that 
no steamship could carry coal enough 
to cross the Atlantic. and appeared 
in print in a reputable magazine just 
after a steamship had done it. Any- 
body who likes to look back into the 
files of scientific institutions will find 
ive proof that iron steamships 

uld never take the place of wooden 
ships: that railway trains could never 
exceed 40 m.p.h.; that man could 
ever fly: and quantities of scientific 

f he impossibility of things 
are now common practice. 
ooking over an old number of 
he “Aeroplane” of 1911, we find 
scientific arguments that aeroplanes 
could never exceed a certain size be- 
cause the weight must go up as the 
cube of the dimensions because if 
you double the span you must double 
the depth and thickness of the spars 
and all the other structural members. 
Equally scientists have proved to 
their own satisfaction that slots were 
not worth while; that a streamlined 
undercarriage costs less to push 
through the air than does carrying 
the weight of a retractable under- 
carriage: that variable-pitch air- 
screws are not worth the weight they 
cost; that shaft-drives for airscrews 
cannot be built for less than one 
pound per h.p., in spite of which 
Dorniers are flying every day with 
nine-foot propeller shafts; that air- 
cooled motors cannot exceed a cer- 
tain horsepower; and so on and so on. 
In almost everything that the 
“Aeroplane” has advocated for 27 
years past has been proven wrong by 
scientists and proved right in prac- 
tice—after which the scientists have 
explained with much display of 
learning just why the thing did work 
after all.

flying is dangerous. 

Some hundreds of thousands of 
people fly every year, but some mil- 
lions do not. And those who fly are 
either reckless, unimaginative, ad- 
venturous, or so driven by circum- 
stances or by business needs that they 
would rather take the risk of flying 
than spend more time on the journey 
by land and water. And there are 
those who would rather be scared 
stiff for an hour than bored stiff for 
five hours. 

Personally, I am very fond of fly- 
ing. I like being in the air. I do not 
mind being bumped about. I like 
cloud scenery, and, although flying 
over what looks like a gadly drawn 
and badly colored map is rather 
boring, there is a certain amount of 
fun in recognizing places from the 
air and reckoning how long one 
takes to get over the distance com- 
pared with ground transport. But I 
strongly object to being compelled to 
fly in an aeroplane which travels at 
a mere 200 m.p.h. and has to land at 
something near 100 m.p.h., and is 
constantly in danger of catching fire 
in the air, and is practically certain 
to catch fire and burn up if it has a 
minor crash. Sonsequently I 
about once a year so as to be able to | 
write with some authority the other!

Mr. Handley Page, who had the in- 
telligence to spot what the crude 
initial experiments really meant, 
would certainly not claim to be a 
highbrow scientist, although in fact 
he knows more about the science of 
aviation than most of the alleged 
scientists put together. Dr. Lach- 
mann, eminently a practical man, 
was so far ahead in his idea that 
when he tried to patent the slot in 
Germany in 1919 and 1920, the Ger- 
man Patent Office refused to grant 
him a patent because, according to 
their ideas, his theory would not 
work in practice—and that was how 
he came to join up with H. P. When

Sowing Fertilizer in the Fallow 
Year 

I plan to summerfallow my farm 
in 1939 and crop it the next, but in- 
stead of drilling the fertilizer in the 
|spring as the seed is sown I was 
wondering how it would work to put 
the fertilizer in the fall of the fallow 
year. I thought by doing this I 
might grow Marquis to good advan- 
tage, or even make oats a more 
paying crop.—C.L.T., Hythe, Alta. 

Ans.: Although on the Substation 
in 1937 oats gave surprising response 
to phosphatic fertilizers applied in 
the .early part of the summerfallow 
season of 1936, such treatment is not 
recommended by the fertilizer com- 
panies. In the first place, there 
might be danger of some waste of 
the soluble elements, particularly 
nitrogen, through leaching. In the 
second place, the fertilizer being dis- 
tributed evenly throughout the sur- 
face soil would benefit the weeds in 
the interspaces as much as the grain 
in ‘the drills, whereas grain fertilized 
by the prescribed method has a head 
start over most of the weeds and it 
has little to fear from those growing 
with it in the drill rows. One 
theoretical advantage of C.L.T.’s plan 
is that the fertilizer could be spread | 
by hand at a slack season, but unless | 
one were expert at hand-sowing he 
would probably fail to secure any- 
thing like a uniform application of 
the small quantity of 20 to 30 pounds 
per acre found necessary when the | 
fartilizer is put on with a fertilizer | 
drill or a fertilizer attachment for 
an ordinary drill.

MAURICE EVANS TO 
CLOSE CBC SERIES 


Maurice Evans, the British Shake- 
spearean actor who scored a signal 
success a few seasons ago in “Richard 
the Second” and who has now made 
more theatrical history on New 
York’s Broadway in “Hamlet,” will 
come to Toronto Sunday, December 
18, to close CBC’s Shakespearean 
series as the star of “Hamlet, Prince 
of Denmark.” 

Born at Dorchester, England, in 
1901, and educated at Grocers Com- 
pany School, Maurice Evans made 
his first appearance in public in his 
father’s adaptation of a Thomas 
Hardy novel at Dorchester. Making 
a great impression by his perform- 
ance of St. Francis of Asissi at the 
Mary Ward Settlement, he soon 
found himself on the professional 
stage, at the 1926 festival at Cam- 
bridge. Here he remained for one 
season, playing a variety of parts. 

Maurice Evans’ first London ap- 
pearance was in 1927 at Wyndham, 
as P. C. Andrews in “One-Eyed Her- 
ring.”” A large number of other 
roles followed, at as many different 
theatres, excelling in the role of 
Second Lieutenant Raleigh in ‘Jour- 
ney’s End,” at the Savoy, in Janu- 
ary, 1929. In 1934 he joined the old 
“Vic” through Sadler’s Wells Com- 
pany. During that season he played 
Caesar in “Antony and Cleopatra” 
and Benedict in “Much Ado About 
Nothing.” His other Shakespearean 
portrayals have been part two of 
“Henry IV” and “Hamlet,” in which 
he is now appearing in New York. 

Evans’ American debut occurred in 
1935 when he toured with Katherine 
Cornell in ‘Romeo and Juliet,” and 
he made his first New York appear- 
ance in December of the same year.

‘Number Of Loans Approved Higher 
in November Than For Any Other 
| Month Since Operations Began 
The Hon. Charles 
| Minister of Finance, today released 
|figures showing the number of 
| National Housing Act loans approved 
j}during November 193% above ap- 
|provals for October, 1938, and 172% 
above November, 1937. 

Number of loans approved, 316, 
was again higher than for any previ- 
ous month since operations began in 
1935, surpassing October, 1938, previ- 
jous high month, by nine loans. The 
total amount of loans approved was 
$1,739.865, and was greater than for 
any previous month, excepting June, 
11938, the very peak of the building 
|season, when loans approved 
}amounted to $2,096,713. These loans

|during November provided housing 
laccommodation for 507 families. 
|Taking into account the seasonal 


\falling off usually prevailing at this 
,|time of the year, November totals 
offer spectacular evidence of the 
increasing effectiveness of the new 
provisions of the Dominion’s housing 
legislation which came into operation 
at the beginning of August. In the 
four months since the National 


|'Housing Act came into force loans | 


jare up 97% in amount loaned and 
/123% in number of family housing 
lunits financed, compared with the 
}same months of 1937. 

An additional forty 90% loans on 
low-cost homes valued at $2,500 or 
less were approved during the month, 
bringing the total number of such 
loans to 82. Under the guarantee 
for loans in the smaller and more 
remote areas, and in special districts 
of the larger centres, 141 loans were 
approved during the month, bring- 
ing the total in this classification 
to 400. 

New communities continue to be 
opened to the benefits of the lending 
facilities provided under the Act. 
During November loans were ap- 
proved in 34 new municipalities, 
bringing the total number of com- 
munities so served to 285. Since the 
provisions of the National Housing 
Act became effective in August 91 
new municipalities have been added 
to the list of communities in which 
the lending institutions are making 
loans. 

“Of the 507 family housing units 
financed during November, 81 or 
15.9% were financed by loans of 
$2,500 or less; 241 or 47.4% were 
financed by loans of $3,000 or less; 
and 358 or 70.6% were financed by 
loans of $3,500 or less. The average 
loan for the month is $3,432, and the 
average for all loans made to date 
now stands at $3,914.

OF FARMYARD MANURE 


Now that the live stock is in the 
stables, the annual winter harvest of 
soil fertility in the form of stable 
manure becomes an exceedingly im- 
portant task. Unattractive to some, 
yet highly regarded by all who know 
the land, manure is recognized as the 
most valuable by-product of the 
farm, deserving as much considera- 
tion in its conservation as is given 
to the storage of crops.

This practice has much in its 
favor, since it makes for more sani- 
tary conditions around the building 
and gets the manure to work on the 
land with the least loss of organic 
matter. The loss of soluble plant 
foods by run-off and leaching ma 
be appreciable, however, if the so 
is porous or the area ey! or steeply 
sloping.

ing can be greatly reduced by having

METHODS OF WINTERING 
HORSES 
(Experimental Farms News) 

On many western farms, after the 
season's labor is completed, the 
horses are generally turned loose in 
the fall to rustle on the open prairie, 


}and perhaps seek the leeside of a 
straw stack for shelter from. the 
|biting winds and the bitter snow 


storms often experienced on the wide 
open prairie, states W. H. Gibson, 
Superintendent of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm at Indian Head, 
Sask. The younger horses are 
usually able to withstand the wintry 
winds better than the older horses, 
|}ranging in age from ten years up- 
wards. Mortality under these condi- 
itions is extremely high and adds 
greatly to the cost of production. 

| For a number of years it has been 
jthe practice at Indian Head Experi- 
mental Farm to winter brood mares, 
older horses and colts outside in cor- 
jrals. In comparison with horses 
housed in comfortable barns the out- 
side lots have access to an open shed 
and corral with feed racks provided 
for grain and roughage. Limited 
quantities of grain are fed twice per 
day, water is also available morning 
and evening, with potassium iodide 
at weekly intervals for the benefit 
of the brood mares. 

Observations over a_ period of 
years indicate that horses wintered 
outside require considerably more 
grain and roughage than horses win- 
tered in comfortable barns. How- 
ever, young colts, such as two-year- 
olds and younger, appear to rustle 
very much better than barn-fed
